Foresight With Which These--Animals 
| / Build Winter Homes. 
| In the month of March, before the 
| rivers have opened, on the snow aroun 
| the heads of the creeks and about the 
| alrholes In the thick ice may be seen 
the .curioug. trail of the muskrat. It 
can réadily be recognizell by the firmly 
planted footmarks, heavily and slowly 
impressed, and the sharp after drag of 
| fhe. long, scaly, bladelike tail. All 
ugh the cold winter months these 
heavily furred animals have lived 
warm and comfortable in their well 
constricted houses, rearing their third 
and last litter. One house erected 
about September seemed planned with 
almost human foresight. Here, with 
their long sharp teeth and strong, inch 
long claws, they had cut and ‘cleared 
wide paths thrangh all the marshes— 
paths so deep that three feét of ice did 
not close them, so widexthat we have 
often paddled along them, marveling 
at the great floatinig masses of torn up 
aquatic vegetation. Thesé paths were 
a hundred yards long afd four feet 
wide and*were cut through a mass of 
tangled cover high enough in most 
places to thoroughly conceal a duck 
hunter and his canoe, In the winter 
months tile rhusxrats..can. easily. dive 
from their. houses into these under ice 
cbannels, and the whole marsh js be- 
fore them to choose their meal from.

Inspector Arrow Leaves London 
Organize Spanish Police. 


Chief Inspector Arrow, one of the 
cleverest detectives at New Scotland 
Yard, retired on a pension. 

Twenty-six years’ service in the de 
tective force, and_a career distin 
guished by a series of professionai 
triumphs, is the record which he will 
take with him to Barcelona, where 
he has been engaged at a large salary 
to inaugurate and control a depart 
ment fashioned on the same lines as 
that at Scotland Yard. 

Mr. Arrow’s long list of successes as 
a detective began in 1886 with the 
gigantic watch fraud in Geneva, and 
as the result of his investigation~ 
two notorious swindlers were arrest- 
ed in Brussels. In 1904 the mysteri- 
ous disappearance of the Nelson re- 
lies from Greenwich College caused 
a sensation. Arrow was successful 
in recovering the whole of the pro 
perty, besides arresting the thief. 

Another case in the same year which 
required much hard work was the 
racing sweepstakes swindle, engineer- 
ed from Middelburg, and the capture 
of the Mackenzie gang put an end to 
a fraud by which thousands of punt 
ers were robbed by means of placing 
winners of prominent races in coupon 
competitions. Another successful coup 
was placed to his credit when he ar 
rested Dr. Bridgewater and his con- 
federates — a band of the cleverest 
criminals known in modern times— 
for wholesale cheque forgeries. 

While in charge of the detective 
staff at Vine street Mr. Arrow’s eney- 
gies were directed to the suppressiob 
of gambling clubs in the West end 
and it is due to him that these once 
thriving dens are now but rarely 
heaed—of. During his service in ‘the 
Metropolitan force he received the 
personal thanks of the Queen for ser- 
vices rendered to Her Majesty. 

Inspector Arrow’s colleagues have

DISMANTLED OFF CAPE HORN. 


English Ship Finally Towed Into Har- 
bor After Stirring Voyage. 


A thrilling account bf the sufferings 
of the crew of the sailing ship Dyno- 
mene, which left the Tyne for San 
Francisco, has been received at South 
Shields by the parents of John Pat- 
terson, whose son was‘on board. When 
off Cape Horn the vessel encouptered | 
a. terrifie storm, the sea Tunning 
mountains high. Every stitch of can- 
vas was torn into ribbons, and all 
movable articles were swept off the 
decks. The huge iron jibboom waa 
cut clean off by a big sea, whilst an- 
other wrecked the meat safe, which 
weighed over a ton. Three of the 
seamen were terribly injured. Two 
managed to crawl under the fore- 
castle head for shelter, but the third 
was washed about the deck, and fin- 
ally got jammed between the foremast 
and the winch. 

The master, second mate, and young 
Patterson crawled on their hands and 
knees and dragged the poor fellow 
by the legs into a place of safetv. 
He was unconscious. When daylight 
came the vessel was almost a wreck. 
One of the yards had crashed through 
the deckhouse top, another had shat- 
tered the lifeboats. the tarpaulin was 
ripped off the hatches, and the decks 
were full of water fore and aft.

MAIS MAJESTY’S PRIVATE (APART. 
MENTS AT WINDSOR CASTLE. 


Where Foreign Potentates Are Enter. 
tained—Queen Alexandra's . Treas: 
ure House—Famous “Long Corr. 
dor’’—Unique Collection of Rare 
China—Envier by French Royal- 
ists—Drawing Roetns at the Castle. 


The’ private apartments which are 
occupied by Theit Majesties King 
Edward and Queen Alexandra when 
the court is in residence at Wihdsor 
Castle are separate and distinct from 
what are known as the state apart 
ments, whieh the public is permitted 
t see on ffequent occasions. The 
private apartments, says G. Aston, 
writing in The Woman At Home, lie 
beyond the state reception-rooms at- 
:vining the Waterloo chamber and 
are enteréd by a massive oak door 
*hat moves easily and » readily on 
wheeled hinges. This door opens on 
% a short corridor that has recently 
been converted into what is prob- 
ably the most magnifigént china clos- 
et in the world; it edntains in elec- 
ttrically-lighted cabinets at either side 
of the marble walls some hundred sets 
of Sevres, Wofcester and elsea 
china, each set having a long and in- 
teresting history of its own and each 
absolutely perfect. 

Rate China. 

The china closet opens on to the 
long corridor which runs the whole 
Jength of the privaté apartments, 
and the plan of its ‘arrangement was 
mainly devised by Queen Alexandra. 
The long corridor is a treasure house 
of inexhaustible interest. Picture a 
corridor some 400 yards long, lined 
on either side with pictures, cabinets, 
chairs, t2bles, clocks, ornaments of 
silver and gold and every article the 
product of an artist famous all the 
world over, and replete with histori- 
zal interest. Queen Alexandra spent 
several months planning how these 
treasures should be placed, and when 
the work of arranging these was fin- 
ally begun a ‘daily geport of ite pro- 
gress was submitted to her. In this 
corridor Queen Aléxandra sometimes 
entertains at afternoon tea a few 
guests who have the privilege of be- 
ing on terms of intimacy with Her 
Majesty. 

On the right of the long corridor 
lie the three rooms chiefly used by 
Queen Alexandra. These are known 
as the white, the green and the crim- 
son drawing-rooms, from:the coloring 
that is generally observed in each. 
‘The white drawing-room is, perhaps, 
the most stately and magnificent’ of 
the three, and is used mainly when 
their Majesties are entertaining a 
large party of guests at Windsor. 
When foreign royalties are being en- 
tertained at Windsor Castle, it in 
the white drawing-room that they 
“risit’”” Her Majesty. During the visit 
rot a European sovereign to Windsor, 
‘the ordinary routine life of the court 
is considerably altered. The state 
apartments, which, at ordinary times, 
are never used, are occupied on such 
occasions by the royal visitors, who 
are “visited” there by the King and 
Queen; in their turn the royal visi- 
tors ‘‘visit’’ King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra, and it is on these occa- 
‘sions that the white drawing-room is 
chiefly used 


Best Liked, 

The crimson and green drawing- 
rooms are the Queen’s favorite apart- 
ments. From the former a lovely view 
is obtained, and it is Her Majesty’s 
favorite room at Windsor. Though the 
crimson drawing-room is, of course, of 
considerable size and very beautifully 
furnished, it has, perhaps, a more 
homely appearance than the others, 
and contains more of Her Majesty’s 
personal possessions than any other 
room in Windsor Castle. It was in 
‘this room that the Princesses Patri- 
cia and Victoria of Connaught took 
their first dancing lesson, in the pres- 
ence of the Queen, and it is here that 
Her Majesty entertains her guests in 
‘the evenings when the party at Wind- 
sor is a small one, The green draw- 
ing-room is also used a great deal by 
Her Majesty, but it is more stately 
in appearance than the crimson draw- 
ing-room. It is upholstered through- 
out with green demask silk, and con- 
tains several beautiful cabinets filled 
with Sevres china. These were origin- 
ally intended to be placed in the 
china closet, but the collection took 
up more room than it was anticipated 
it would, and the remaining portion 
of it was therefore placed in the green 
drawing-room. The great object of in- 
‘terest, however, in this apartment is 
tthe model of the figure of Louis XV., 
by Giradon, which stood in the Place 
Vendome in Paris. It is the only 
mode] in existence of that wonderful 
piece of work, and is at once the de- 
spair and envy of French royalists 
who come to stay at Windsor Castle,

' trade and coal-mining industries also.

I have recently passed through the 
Town of Mombasa, on the coast of 
British East Africa, and there over 
the court-house the Union Jack ‘lies. 
In that courthouse a judge sits—an 
Englishman—who ‘receives his com- 
mission from His Majesty the King. 
He is, moreover, paid by the British 
House of Commons. The depositions 
are taken down on paper embossed 
with the royal arms, and the process- 
es of the court are issued in the name 
of His Majesty. ; 

An Arab or Swahili drags a wretch- 
ed slave-woman before this court. 
“This woman is my property,” he 
pleads. She denies it. The case is 
gone into, The decision of the judge 
is given, and the claim of this man, 
to this woman as his chattel i& ack- 
nowledged, and she is dragged away 
to continue under the aegis of’ the 
Union Jack her miserable existence 
of servitude. > 

This affair is no fanciful picture, 
Several years ago I contes for @ 
fortnight a case on behalf of a slave 
in this very Town of Mombasa, and 
in the circumstances which I have 
describéd. Happily, I was able to 
obtain the freedom of the woman for 


whom I was pleading by proving that | Pun, 


she had been illegally purchased. in 
the first instance. But for slaves not 
acquired in contravention of the de- 
crees of the Sultan of Zanzibar there 
is absolutely no remedy.

I never omit the bit 
or pinch of seda when milk is to be 
cooked for any pur It arrests 
decomposition neutralizing the 
acid generating in the milk. Old- 
‘fashioned people used to say, when 
this wes faintly perceptible to the 
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taste, that the milk, or bread, or 
meat was ‘just on the turn.’ There 
is nothing better or more harmless 
than soda for averting this evil 
‘turn.’ Like the fire and water, kero- 
sene and gasoline — and 1 might 
add mustard, cayenne and salt to 
the list—our kjcarbonate of soda is 
a good and faithful servant, but a 
cruel master. The cook who has ‘a 
heavy band with soda’ is not to be 
trusted to use it at all. I have 
saved a ‘touched’ steak by a timely 
bath of soda and water. After leav- 
ing the suspected meat in it for an 
hour, I wiped it dry, washed it with 
lemon juice and _ proceeded to 
braise it with minced vegetables. 
We were in the country; the’ butch- 
er had not come that day, and Mr. 
Sterling had!—bringing with him a 
couple of city men to dinner. Not 
another morsel of meat was to be 
had for love or money. My cook 
was sick in bed, and the waitréss, a 
mode! im _her own sphere, knew 
nothing of cooking, and ‘had never 
cared to learn,’ I had to cook the 
dinner. Whatever else was to be 
omitted from the bill of fare, I de, 
termined there ghould be no apolo- 
gies. I had soup-stock, fr veg- 
etables, cake, berries and real 
cream, succulent lettuce for salad, 
and clear, hot, black coffee. The 
piece de resistance was the ‘high’ 
steak. It figured as ‘braised beef 


a la jardiniere,’ and was enjoyed by 
all. When I took my husband into 
my confidence after the guests had 
gone he assured me that it was ‘sav- 
ory, tender and delicious,with never 
a suspicion of taint.’ ” 

“Even your bicarbonate cannot

Building Inspector T. Clark King 
Gives Some Sound Adyice to 
Householders and Others. 


T. Clark King, Building Inspector, has 
asked us to publish the following hints 
to the public re prevention of fires: 

On the approach of winter, when 
most important fires occur, and'in which 
season furnaces must be heated. I deem 
it opportune to givea few timely hints 
to the citizens in general to take méans 
to protect themselves against fire, which 
in most cases is dué to their own neglect. 
In the cellars of many of our business 
buildings you find’ an accumulation of 
rubbish of all kinds, which generally 
surrounds the furnaces, or hot ashes, 
which, instead of being deposited in me. 
tallic bins, as required by the municipa! 
by-law’ are thrown on the ground near 
this rubbish by an employee in a hurry 
to start for home. This is often the 
cause ef disastrous fires, 

Having had occasion lately to visit a 
few stoes, I was really astonished at the 
little impurtance given to this question 
of the aecumulation of rubbish, 

Another example of neglect is that 
very few businceg houses ,go to’ the 
trouble of cloging their electric light 
switches ‘before leaving their premises 
for the night. Rain and snow in winter, 
which accumulate around wires are often 
the cause of short circuits, especially 
during very high winds, and as it is we)l 
well known that water is a good conduc} 
tor of electricity, the result is a bad fire, 


‘Terrible Powder Mills Explosion. 
Terre Haute, Inds Oct. 16,—Be- |) 


tween sixty and eighty persons 
were killed, more than 500 injured 
and the entiré town of Fontaine, 
twelve miles from this city,’ des- 
troyed by the explosion of the Du- 
pont powder mills yesterday.
